WASHINGTON. — The Adminis- 
tration, in a sudden reversal, yes- 
terday worked out a compromise 
with the Senate on the proposed 
sale to Jordan of Hawk anti-air- 


its request from 14 batteries of 
Hawks to only six, the sources 
said. The Senate is expected to ac- 
cept this compromise. 

‘The compromise also included the 
other components of the sale — 
50 instead of 100 Vulcan anti- 
aircraft guns as well as fewer 
shoulder-fired Redeye anti-aircraft 
missiles. 

In intensive negotiations led by 
Under-Secretary of State Joseph 
Sisco on the Administration side 
and Sen. Clifford Case (R-NJ) on 
the Senate side, the Administration 
agreed to change fts letter of of 
fer to Jordan so that it will include 
approval for six batteries. Case 
had complained about the magni- 
tude of the Administration request, 
arguing that 14 batteries was 
likely to endanger the Middle East 
arms balance. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, which had been schedu- 
led yesterday to vote on the Case 
resolution to veto the sale, post- 
poned action until Thursday morn- 
tng, in order to give the Adminis-~ 
tration and Case enough time to 
work out all the detalls, the 
sources Said. 

Under an amendment to the 
Foreign Military Sales Act approv- 
ed last year, Congress can veto any 
arms sale worth more than $25m. 
by adopting a concurrent resolution 
within 20 days. The Hawk sale 
was valued at $350m. 

On the House side, the Interna- 
tional Relations Committee was 
2lso considering 2 similar concur- 
rent resolution, introduced by Rep. 
Jonathan Bingham (D-NY). Yes-

But late Monday afternoon, Sen, 
John Sparkman (D-Ala), the com.

the resolution, thus indicating that 
it would probably be approved. 

It was then that the Administra~ 
tion resumed negotiations with Case 
and, by yesterday morning, follow. 
ing a lengthy meeting in Sisco’s of- 
fice at the State Department, the 
compromise was reported. 

The sources here said the Ad- 
ministration will Grst send a revised 
letter to Jordan noting that it was 
merely approving the sale of six 
batteries. Thereafter, the Adminis-~ 
tration would send a similar letter 
to the Foreign Relations Committee. 
The first three batteries of the 
Hawks would be delivered by July, 
1976, with the remaining three ta 
come later. 

Next year, the Administration 
and the Congress could take up 
the issue anew, if the Administra- 
tion sought to supply Jordan with 
additional Hawks. Congress would 
then be allowed to veto the new 
proposal, however.

‘The IDF has stepped up its alert 
in Sinai, as tomorrow's deadiine for 
the renewal of the Unef mendate 
approaches. 

Military sources described the alert 
as “routine and planned in ad- 
vance,” and it was clear that an 
effort was being made to keep the 
tension at a low level, at the same 
time as preparing for a surprise 
Egyptian military move. 

A Reuter correspondent reporting 
from the UN Buffer zone in Sinai 
quoted a Unef officer as saying that 
there is increased military activity 
on both sides and that both sides 
are “pretty nervous.” 

Egyptian War Minister Gamasi 
has also stated that there is escala- 
tion along the cease-fire lines, 
blaming Israel for the situation. 

The IDF spokesman tast night de- 
nied the Israel television report that 
newsmen had been barred by OC 
Southern Command from entering 
military areas of Sinai. The standard 
visiting regulations were in effect, 
the spokesman said.

Direct mayoral vote bill 
hits hurdle, vote postponed

A bill. providing for direct elec- 
tion of mayors was in serious 
trouble, last night after a Likud- 
ted majority defeated Labour on a 
key clause. 

A final showdown was averted 
when it was decided to postpone 
che third (and final) reading of the 
oil until next week, an unusual 
orocedural move. The third read- 
ug normally follows directly on 
che second. 

During this week, Labour will 
lave to come to grips with the 
mbarrassing alternative of voting 

the Likud-amended dill and 
hus killing direct elections or 

‘ompromising on the provisions of 
he bill. 

Labour had proposed ἃ one-round 
dection in which the mayor would 
xe elected by a 40 per cent popu- 
ar vote: where no one candidate 
whieved 40 per cent the election 
sould go to the City Council. 

Thies proposal never came to 8 
‘ote because Likud’s amendment, 
‘resented frst, won 2 majority. 


Under the amendment, a mayor 
would require 50 per cent majority 
in the first round, failing which a 
run-off round would be held of the 
two front runners, 

Feverish party manoeuvring con- 
tinued right through the see-saw 
voting on the floor of the House. 
There was some confusion among 
the smaller factions: a cumber of 
MKs switched their votes for and 
against as recount followed recount. 

In a final roll call, Likud’s 
amendment won by 55 votes against 
50 with the backing of the National 
Religious Party, Aguda, the Com- 
munists and Meir Pa'iL Voting 
against were Labour, the ILP, and 
Binyamin Halevi. 

Shmuel Tamirs two-man faction 
abstained. 

A second amendment was then 
put to the vote: Boaz Moav’s 
(Ya’ad) proposal of 2 40 per cent 
requirement in the first round and 
a second round run-off where no 
one candidate achieved 40 per cent. 

Labour supported this proposal 
together with the Shmuel Tamir 
faction, the ILP, and Halevi. Vot- 


ing against were Likud, the NRP, 
the Communists and Pail. The 
final vote on a roll call count was 
47 for, 52 against and four 4fapam 
abstentions. 

There was speculation last night 
that Labour might convene its 
Central Committee and discuss 
whether to go out for passage of 
the Bill on the lines of the Moav 
amendment.

Stalling seen bid to pressure U.S.

EGYPTIAN President Anwar Sadat last night delayed 
his reply to the UN Security Council’s appeal for the 
renewal of the Sinai-based UN peacekeeping force’s 
mandate due to expire tomorrow, saying that he was 
studying “all aspects” of the current situation with 


his National Security Council. The Council was be- 
lieved to have met late last night.

The Egyptian leader side-stepped 
the issue of a new interim agree- 
ment with Israel, declaring at one 
stage that ‘if negotiations prove to 
be in the supreme national] interest, 
we shall negotiate. If peace is in 
the supreme national interest, we 
shall make peace. And if war be 
in the supreme national interest, 
we shall fight.” 

Sadat made the remarks in a 
low-key two-hour address which 
lacked surprises except for his as- 
sertion that the “time has come” 


‘for him and ‘his comrades to de- 


gin transferring the responsibilities 
of government to the new genera- 
tion — “gradually.” 

Sadat devoted most of his speech 
to internal affairs, often congra- 
tulating himself for the achieve- 
ments of his five-year reign. 

The Egyptian leader avoided dis- 
cussing external politics. But when- 
ever he mentioned Israel, he 
sounded far from conciliatory to- 
wards the Jewish State, which he 


called at one stage “a dagger next 
to Egypt and in the heart of the 
Arab nation. 


The Egyptian leader said that 
the Arab “battle of liberation” 
against Israel has not ended, stress- 
ing that he and other Arab leaders 
were consolidating the strength of 
their armed forces “om a2 long- 
term” basis, 

Pledging to go ahead with do- 
mestic reforms, Sadat rejected 
claims by. certain Arab critics 
about a de-Nasserization 
in Egypt. He said that actually he 
was protecting his predecessor's 
achievements and the 1952 revolu- 
tion. In this context, Sadat lashed 
at his critics in the Arab world. 
especially Libyan head .of state 
Mu’ammer Gaddafi and the so- 
called “rejection front" within the 


years 
(Arab) rejection. Besides, why re- 
ject a political struggle that is 
complementary to a war effort,” 

Sadat said that he was deter- 
mined not to involve himself in 
“side battles,” noting that his con- 
cern was focused on other main 
issues, chiefly “the Israeli occupa- 
tion.” He stressed he was not con- 
tent with what he has so far 
achieved while in government, say- 
ing “al-hamdu lilloh {thank God) 
and ai-hamdu li-shaab (thanks for 
the people)" for all he had ac-

IDF drawing power 
from the sun 


THE IDF HAS begun using 
solar energy, instead of conven- 
tional, batteries to power com- 
munications equipment in some 
units, according to the current 
issue of “Bamahane,” the IDF 
weekly. 

The new batteries arp com 
posed of solar cells, which pro- 
duce electricity in hours of sun- 
light, and accumulators, which 
store it for use at night or in 
cloudy conditions. 


The initial cost of the units 
is high — 31300 for the accu- 
mulator and $800 for the set of 
solar cells — but they operate 
for five to 10 years without any 
additional expense, making them 
monch cheaper in the long term 
than the dry-cel] batteries now 
in use, which cost 1250-11100 
each, but need continual replace- 
ment.

CAPITAL TAKES TO 
NEW TRAFFIC RULES 


Jerusalem Pust Reporter 

Jerusalem traffic police had a 
hard time yesterday morning as 
drivers, unaware of the new traffic 
changes, clogged approaches to 
Jaffa Road. 

The changes, transforming the 
thoroughfare into a westbound-only 
road for private vehicles from 
Kikar Davidka to Kiker Nordau, 
went into effect at dawn. 

By midday the pressure had 
eased, leading Municipal officials to 
term the move “a definite success.” 

“It went better than we thought 
it would," said Ek Sagi. director 
of Municipal engineering services. 
It had been feared that cars diver- 
ted from Jaffa road would attempt 
to make thelr way up the closest 
parallel street — Agrippas — there- 
by clogging that narrow roadway. 

However, traffic on Agrippas was 
lighter than usual, said Sagi. Most 


drivers used Rehov Bezalel to reach 
the city centre from the west, the 
recommended route. Although park- 
ing 5 now banned in Rehov Agrip- 
pas, a dozen vehicles were seen 
parked there in mid-afternoon. 


The object of the change is to 
speed up bus traffic on Jaffa Road. 
A survey made before the change- 
over on the time it takes a bus to 
traverse Jaffa Road eastward will 


be compared with a similar survey 5 


to be made in another week. 


According to Transport Ministry 
figures, 60,000 persons travel to 
town via Jaffa Road.on~1,500 buses 
and only 8,600 ‘persons travelled 
the same route in 5,000 private 
vehicles, before the changeover. 
This ‘relationship, the Ministry 
feels, justifies giving a clear prio- 
rity to public transport along Jaffa 
Road.

Pitchforks fly 
at Moshav Segev

SEGEV. — The atmosphere at this 
Lower Galilee moshav was tense 
yesterday after the second day of 
fighting this week between its 
veteran residents and religious set- 
tlers of the Movement for the Pro. 

mulgation of Tora. 

Graups of veterans armed with 
rubber truncheons, stones, and pitch- 
forks blocked the entrance to the 
settlement, keeping out Ὁ con- 
tractors and members of the Move- 
ment. They also beat up two Georg- 
ian immigrants, who had deen 
hired by the movement as “work- 
ers." who, by their own admission, 
gerved as bodyguards, 

The dispute broke out after 
- Amidar rented the moshav build- 
ings to the Tora movement, 
Planning to evacuate the veteran 
settlers, who had been there for 
nearly 20 years, 

Segev, some four kilometres 
west of Sachnin, was founded by 
the Jewish National Fund as a 
forester's village, but when the 
work was finished about five 
years ago, the situation at the 
Mmoshav deteriorated and many 
residents left. Members of the 
movement, who arrived a few 
Months ago, have set ‘up two 
yeshivot and a summer camp. 


When a police force arrived to 
arrest the villagers, they all escaped 
to the surrounding woods, which 
they use as a base for occasional 
strikes at buildings and cars be 
longing to the religious centre. 

Moshe Gordon, the leader of the 
veteran settlers, threatened to burn 
down the woods -—- which the set- 
tlers themselves had planted — if 
the police moved in on him and his 
men. He described the situation as 
“open warfare" and said he and 
his men would use guerrilla tactics 
to drive the religious settlers out, 
Many of the moshav women, armed 
with rocks, joined battle against the 
police, religious settlers and build- 
ing contractors and warned that 
they too would escape to the woods. 

A police force of about 100 men 
and women, equipped with helmets, 
clubs and aerosol tear gas, managed 
to make only a few arrests. The 
police had strict orders to use 
force only if there was no other way 
to achieve order. 

Meanwhile, Itim reported last 
night that police were seeking five 
Segev residents suspected of at- 
tacking the driver of a truck which 
brought children to the camp, and 
damaging the car of Raphael Hal- 
perin, the wrestler and karate ex- 
pert the movement had invited to 
Segev.

'‘Brain-eaters’ 
have sentence 
cut to reprimand

The two-year suspension of four 
Hebrew University medical stu- 
dents involved in last year’s “brain- 
eating™ incident has been reduced 
to a severe reprimand by a special 
appeals tribunal set up by the 
university. 

Last August a second-year stu- 
dent was found guilty of having 
put into his mouth a sliver of the 
brain of a cadaver he was dissect- 
ing. In so doing he won a 10.580 
bet offered by four of his fellow 
students. After the incident was 
reported to the university authori- 
tes by a girl student who heard 
about it, all five students were sus- 
pended for two years. 


The four students who offered 
the wager appealed against the sen. 
tence to a special university tri- 
bunal, which has now reduced their 
sentence. The Afth student some 
time ago withdrew his appeal and 
dropped out of his studies. The 
mames of the students were at πὸ 
time revealed. 

While the case was heing ap- 
pealed. the students continued their 
studies and recently completed their 
third year examinations. The ap- 
peals tribunal, composed of Prof. 
Avrabam Walperin (chairman), 
Ze'ev Sternhall, and medical student 
Aharon Ben-Yishai, accepted the 
students’ sincere regrets for the in- 
cident.

‘The last secret’

FOR DEMOCRATIC LEADERS 
to try to appease totalitarian 
regimes is nothing new. And now 
it has been revealed how the 
Allies forced Soviet citizens back 
into Communist hands after 
World War II knowing they 
would face almost certain death, 
or, at the very least, terrible suf- 
fering. 

This forced repatriation ig the 
subject of a highly moving and 
potentially explosive book by 
Lord Nicholas Bethell entitled 
“The Last Secret.” The title 
derives from Solzhenitsyn's ex- 
pose of the Soviet concentration 
camp system “G 
Archipelago," in which he at one 
point refers to a ‘random little 
document" that had obscurely 
turned up in January 1973, in an 
article written for ‘The Sunday 


Oklahoman." It was a document . 


on the forced repatriation, and 
for Solzhenitsyn it disclosed “‘the 
last secret, or one of the last 
secrets, of the Second World 
War." 

In his research work. Bethell 
came across “Ὑπὸ Sunday 
Oklahoman" article. It was 
written out of remorse by a 
British Army captain who was 
sereening displaced persons and 
who, as demanded by the 
Russians, turned ‘over those 
who were Soviet citizeris for for- 
eible repatriation. The ‘Soviet 
citizens” were for the most part 


soldiers who had been advised by - 


their officers to cooperate with 
the Allied authorities under the 
false: assumption they might be 
permited to stay. Thus it was 
their honesty which betrayed 
them to the KGB. 

. In Bethell’s book, the British 
captain is quoted as confessing 
that ‘‘many of the Russians had 
suffered persecution by the 
Soviet authorities during the 
communization of Russia and 
their personal reasons for 
abhorring the Communist 
regime were so genuine and of 
such long standing fervour that 
it would be impertinent a ly 


outsider to set himself up li 
in judgment on their a 
during the war.”

out on the British side by order 
of Winston Churchill, who more 


clearly than any other Ally saw.

M.P.s, from other Parliaments, 
engaged in the same task. 
Together, we may increase 


either the volume or at Jeast the . 


effect of the impact of the sounds 
we make, upon the ears of those 
who hoid the lives and hopes of 


our harassed friends in the 
Soviet Union so firmly in their 
iron fists. 

So far two abortive efforts 
have been made to arrange a 
conference of European M.P.s 
for the release of Soviet Jewry. 
One was in Denmark at the end 
of last year and disappeared inta 
limbo because certain people 
believed this to be the wrong 
time — after all, was the 
Jackson amendment not in the 
pot? The other was in June. 
Alas: Conferences of the Ger- 
man and French Socialist Par- 
ties were arranged and the 
British delegation suffered from 
the after effects of the Common 
Market Referendum. 

So another date has been fix- 
ed. When? Naturally, when the 
Britisk Conservative Party 
Conference is on, so that kills off 
half of one delegation. And τὸ 
doubt there will be other mis- 
eries for other delegations. 

This dreadful dithering must 


stop. Decisions. must be taken — 


and adhered to. The immense 
goodwill among non-Jewish 
parliamentarians and others 
who are concerned with the sur- 
vival of Soviet Jewry must be 
harnessed. 

Maybe there should be another 
Brussels conference on Soviet 
Jewry to respark the fire. This
